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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Kepplinger et al (US 
5,584,910) does not disclose or suggest using branched exhaust gas comprising less than all of 
the exhaust gas that is exhausted from the fluidized bed. Kepplinger et al teaches that part of the 
partially oxidized reducing gas goes to the fluidized-layer preheating reactor and part is burnt for 
heating, which reads therefore on all of the exhaust gas.
